of a man who was insane for twenty-fonr 
hou'S.” 
ScDville (eagerly)—And ther he got well ? 
Witness—No, sir; he died. [Laughter, at 
Scoville’s expense ] 
The witness was asked what he meant yes­ 
terday, by saying : " I think he, the prisoner, 
has been playing a part in Court.” He re­ 
plied : “ I believe he has been feigning what 
he believes to be insanity. 
It was not really 
insanity. 
I believe he has been attempting 
to give the impression to the Court that he 
is insane, and with that idea has been acting 
a part.” 
THE PRISONER INTERRUPTS. 
Scoville soon became involved in a discus­ 
sion with the counsel on the pertinence of the 
question, when Gaiteau shouted : “ Yon had 
better let him go; you are making altogether 
too much of him. If you have not got enough 
sense to see it, I will have to tell you.” 
Allusion was made to the ax incident, when 
Gniteau commented [contemptuously : "O h, 
nonsense ; that ax story is the merest fiction ; 
it’s all rubbish.” 
Shortly afterwards he said : "Doctor, just 
tell us something about Abraham, and we 
will let you go.” 
The witness was asked if he was not dis­ 
charged for granting false certificates of 
health to William M. Tweed, when the latter 
was io confinement in the penitentiary, and 
replied: 
“ I never gave Tweed a certificate 
of health or of ill health, and I was never 
discharged from any position in my life.” 


ANOTHER NOTED EXPERT SATS THE ASSASSIN 
IS SANE. 
Dr. Randolph Barksdale, Superintendent 
of the Central Lunatic Asylum, near Rich­ 
mond, Va., visited the prisoner at the jail. 
He had alto clotely observed him in Court, 
and, from his personal examination and 
observation, was of the opinion that he was 
sane. 
The witness also testified that ho believed 
Guitesu had been feigning in Court. 
The 
witness believed, takiug as trne tbe facts set 
forth in the two hypothetical questions of the 
prosecution, that the prisoner was sane when 
he shot the President. 


A THIRD EXPERT CALLED TO THE STAND. 
Dr. John H. Callender, of Nashville, Su­ 
perintendent of the Tennessee Asylum for 
the Insane, had given special attention to the 
study f t inianity for the past twelve years, 
and had seen about 2,000 ca3es during his 
connection with the Tennessee Asylum. The 
witness had visited the prisoner in jail, and 
also closely observed him in Court, and be­ 
lieved him to be perfectly sane. 
Witness did 
not believe that the Deity ever inspired a 
man to kill a fellow-creature, and any one 
who labored under such an insane delusion 
would show it in act. if not by words. 
An­ 
swering the hypothetical questions, be Baid 
the prisoner was undoubtedly sane. 
Scoville objected, and Guiteau interposed 
bis remarks. Scoville made a sharp cross­ 
examination. 


AFTER 
RECESS — SCOVtLLB’S 
HYPOTHETICAL 
CUESTION. 
After recess Scoville pnt a hypothe’ical 
question which embraced the clause: “ Sup­ 
pose the prisoner believe i hiuite'.f to be a 
partner with Jesus Christ?” 
Judge Porter protested against the question 
as blasphemou», and it would be a disgracj 
to a Court of justice and to a Christian na­ 
tion to allow it to be entertained for a mo­ 
ment. 
Scoville replied if no allusion could be made 
to what was claimed hy the prisoner to be 
the actmting motive or influences that led to 
his act, the whole defense would ba wiped 
away at a single stroke. 


PORTER INSISTS ON REMOVING THE PRISONER. 
Judge Porter proceeded to insist upon his 
view and declared that the time had come 
when, in the r.ame of ti e American people 
and on bekalf of the Government and the 
Federal Court, he felt it his duly to demand 
that the prisoner be removed to the dock. 
Guiteau (spitefully)—“ Oh, you do ! you 
big-mouthed Porter !” 
The Court officials sitting behind the 
prisoner attempted to quiet him, when he 
whirled round and snarlei at one of them : 
“ Will you tniml your business ? or I’ll slap 
you in the mouth, you fool you.” 
Judge Porter continued his remarks and 
Guiteau again interrupted him and shouted : 
" Well, you had better mind your own busi­ 
ness.” 


ARGUMENT OK PORTER AND DAVIDGK. 
Judge Porter said “ That in my business 
here to-day, and, your honor, I must now 
insist upon my motion of Saturday, that the 
prisoner be removed to the dock.” 
Scoville arose to speak, when Judge Cox 
said ; " Let me know first if the counsel 
desire* to be heaid upon the motion to remove 
the prisoner to the dock.” 
Judge D avidee then proceeded to apeak to 
the motion. 
“ He believed the time had 
come when every one present was perfectly 
satisfied that the prisoner was perfectly sane 
in respect of his behavior, and wa* amenable 
to the same rules as other prisoners were. In 
the cam of General Sickles, who was tried in 
this Conrt for murder, the Judge refused to 
deviate from tbe rale, although he was a dis­ 
tinguished lawyer and a member of Congress 
at the time. 
He sat in the prisoners’ dock 
during bis trial.” 
Scoville said that he would assent to any 
proposition which might be deemed neces­ 
sary. No one had suffered more than he had 
from the prisoner’s behavior. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE DOCK. 
Guiteau (interrupting)—Well, it’s becau-e 
you’re a jackass on this ease. If I had decent 
counsel, I shouldn’t hsve sny occasion for 
these remarks. Y ou are doing well enongh 
on your theory, but your theory is altogether 
too narrow. 
Y on haven’t got brains enough 
for this case. 
Colonel Reed denied the assumption that 
the prisoner’s sanity had been eetalisbed. 
No human knowledge could fathom the work­ 
ings of sn insane mind, and humanity would 
dictate, _ if a reasonable doubt should exist, 
that leniency be extended toward him. 
He 
thought an admonition from the Court will 
suffice. 
Corkhill insisted upon Guiteau’s removal 
to the prisoners’ dock, and the removal from 
around him of special policemen, who were 
not regular attendants of the C ourt; that he 
should be kept in the dock with no other 
special protection than is accorded any other 
prisoner. 
Guiteau (trembling with S D ger or appre­ 
hension) shouted—Yon want to shoot m», 
do you, Corkhill. You can’t convict me, so 
you want to get me shot. You might as w e ll 
hang me up outside and tell the men to shoot 
me. I tell you (raising his voice almost to a 
shriek) that God Almighty would corse yon, 


sir, if I was put in that dock and shot, yon 
miserable wretch, you. 
Scoville, with 
much feeling, protested 
against the proposition of the District Attor­ 
ney, which conld not be understood by any 
one other than an invitation to all who beard 
it to shoot the prisoner if an opportunity 
offered. 
JUDGE PORTER’S REMARKS. 
Judge Porter, following Scoville, said: 
“ The assassin of the President will assassi­ 
nate no more forever, and the voice which is 
not silenced now will be as dnmb as that of 
his victim when the end of the Uw is reached. 
[Applause.] No mao, sane or insane, is per­ 
mitted to sey tbe arm of the law in his pres­ 
ence is powerless. 
I have approved—I say it 
io view of the condemnation of the American 
people, as represented by their papers, be­ 
cause they did not understand the situation 
as we did—have approved ami vindicated 
your Honor’s course down to the time this 
prisoner proclaimed, with the acqniesence of 
his counsel, that he had been sane from the 
honr after he executed this foul, diabolical 
and infamous murder. When I made this 
motion I felt that the time had came when it 
was due to the majssty of the law, to a vin­ 
dication of the American Government, and, 
above all, to a vindication of the judiciary, 
that the step should be taken which I now 
indicate. 
You suspended your decision in 
the hope that you might be able to extend to 
this same criminal and homicide still further 
clemency ; but if it be extended i: will be at 
some peril—peril to the name of American 
jurisprudence, peril in respect of the indefi­ 
nite continuation of the trial, which, without 
the interposition of the prisoner, wonld have 
terminated three weeks ago. 
The time now 
comes when the law must make its appear­ 
ance in this Court-room, and the man who 
pretends to be a maniac shall no longer sit 
at the counsel table and exercise privileges 
which you would accord no member of the 
American bar.” 
The prisoner—A very nice speech, but 
there is not a word of truth in it. 


THE JUDGE’S DECISION. 
The Court then rendered its decision. It 
was hardly necessary to say that the conduct 
of the prisoner had been in persistent viola­ 
tion of order and decorum. In the beginning 
the only methods which could be resorted to 
to suppress this disorder were such as must 
infringe the constitutional rights of the pris­ 
oner, and that was a conclusive argument 
against them. 
Until Saturday last no ether 
method had bean proposed. 
Then this propo­ 
sition (which he had already had in mind) 
was submitted. 
It had hitherto been the 
impression, Bhared by Court and counsel, 
that the prisoner’s condust and language in 
Cou t would afford the beet indication of his 
moral character, and contribute largely to 
the enlightenment of the Court and jury on 
the question cf hi* responsibility. I t was, 
therefore, in acc irdance with the express 
desire of the District Attorney that the Court 
had allowed fuch latitude of conduct in 
order to furnish the experts an opportunity of 
diagnosing the prisoner's case. 
As it now 
appeared, the opinions of the experts have 
been largely founded cn 
the exhibitions 
which had taken place on the trial, and if 
they had contributed to enable those experts 
to reach their conclusions it would be a com­ 
plete vindication of the view of the District 
A torney as to the proper course to be pur­ 
sued. 
At this stage of the trial, however, 
this object seemed to have beeD accomplished. 
The trial was now approaching its close. The 
experts had had ample op(>ortanity to make 
up their judgments, and pronounce them be­ 
fore the Court and jury. 
It was incumbent 
on the Conrt now to impose such restraint as 
the circumstances of the case admitted, and 
which could conduce to an orderly conduct of 
the case. 
The prisoner had a right to hear 
the testimony of witnesses. 
He could not be 
gagged or sent out of C onrt 
The proper 
place for a prisoner on trial for felony was the 
dock. 
He could only come within the bar to 
be arraigned, and to receive sentence. 
If the 
Conrt granted him tke privilege of Bitting be­ 
side his counsel, it was a privilege which 
could be withdrawn summarily. 
While a 
prisoner had an undoubted right to act as 
his own counselor, appearing as hi* counsel, 
he conld not exercise both rights simultane­ 
ously. 
Having accepted c iuosel, the pris­ 
oner had waived his tight to appear as such 
in person. 
0.i consideration of ail the cir­ 
cumstances, the Court thought the motion 
should have been granted, and that the pris­ 
oner should be placed in the dock, but he did 
not mean that the prisoner should be exposed 
to any danger. 
He should have the fulled 
protection. 
REMOVED TO THE DOCK. 
The prisoner (speaking quietly, as though 
he dreaded btiug placed in the dock, which 
was filled at the time with spectators)—To 
settle the matter, I will sit quietly here. 
Will it not be satisfactory if I kctp quiet and 
stay here ? If I sit in the dock I may be 
worse. 
The Court directed the Marshal to clear 
the dock and place the prisoner there. 
During the confusion and noise incident to 
this movement, the prisoner exclaimed, in a 
Bubdued tone, “ I have no objection to going 
to the dock, if your Honor says so.” 
The Court—I say so, simply in hopes of 
keeping you quiet. 
The prisoner—I move that the Court-room 
be cleared. 
If I am going into the dock, I 
want the Court-room cleared. 
The prisoner having been placed in the 
dock, aud quiet having been restored. Porter 
said: “ It is to be borne in mind that the 
chimera which seems to haunt the prisoner 
has no foundation. He is in no danger, ex­ 
cept from the hangman’s rope, aud so long as 
an officer of the law stands beside him no 
man will imperil that officer in the dischargc- 
of his public duty by firing a shot at the 
prisoner.” [Applause.] 
“ I ain’t afraid,” the prisoner shouted, “ to 
walk through the streets of Washington. 
God Almighty will protect me, as 11a has 
done.” 
After glancing arour.d his new place he 
called out, “ Oh ! I rather like this, your 
Honor. 
It gives me a much better oppor­ 
tunity to see ” 
After one or two out bursts on the part of 
tiie prisoner, the examination progressed for 
several minutes without incident. 


THE rLASTER CAST OF GUITEAU’S HEAD. 
Scoville handed up a plaster cast of Gui­ 
teau’s head, and inquired if the inequalities 
were sufficient to atiract his attention. 
"T h at looks like Humpty-dumpty,” shoat- 
ed Guiteau, as the witness held up tbe head 
aud closely examined i’. 
“ Corkhill, I ’m in­ 
debted to you for this fine seat. It is a great 
improvement.” 
Witness thought the head was decidedly 
well shaped, though he attached very little 
importance to such matters. 
He had in bis 
asylum insane persons with very symmetrical 
heads, and knew plenty of sane people with 
very badly shaped heads. 
\v itness did not believe Gniteau had been 
feigning insanity in the Court-house, but 
thought he had exaggerated 
his natural 
character—vanity, insolence and audacity. 
Guiteau ehouted, “ You mean that when I 
am assaulted I hit back. 
You see old Porter 
has been promised $5,000 if he would get me 
hanged. He sees that the American people 
don’t want me hanged, and his fee is there­ 
fore slipping through Mb grasp. 
That makes 
him mad.” 
As tbe crier announced the adjournment of 
Court, Guiteau called out, "O n! I'll get in 
my work over here. 
Don’t you worry about 
that.” 
Adjourned till 10 A. M. to-morrow. 
Tedlon* Frog res* Expected. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 28th.—Corkhill 
says that if the defense intend to summon 
more experts he can’t predict the end of the 
Guiteau case. The prosecution also has many 
more experts, who will testify that Guiteau 
is acting the part of a maniac. 
Tbe Gov­ 
ernment can close the argument in one day, 
but the defense will require more. 
T h e F ew T ria l Q u e stio n . 


W a s h in g t o n , December 28th.—Your cor­ 
respondent mat Scoville on Louisiana avenue 
a short time ago, and the following conversa­ 
tion took place : 
“ Your client Gniteau is an nnprateful fel­ 
low. He insults you grossly.” 
“ Yes, yes,” replied Scoville j “ if it were 
not for tbe fact that I feel assured that he is 
insane, no power nor money in the world 
would ever have induced me to defend him. 
I think that the time will come when the 
American people will be grateful to me if I 
can save that insane man from the death 
penalty. 
If I get a new trial for him, and 
the calling on o f the case be pos’.poned say for 
a year, or even less, I believe they will agree 
with me that he is insane, and be justly glad 
that our nation shall not have sacrificed a 
madman through the medium of a legrl pre­ 
ces? and punishment.” 
“ How about another trial ? Do you rely 
much upon that ?” asked your correspondent. 
“ N o; I apprehend that there will not t e 
another trial.'’ replied Scoville ; “ and the 
Court in bank will rule apon my exceptions 
immediately after the rendering of the ver­ 
dict.”

gr in ting of a new trisl i 1 the opinion of pretty 
much every member of the bar. 
District Attorney Corkhill 
and Judge 
Davidge both told me that they were certain 
of an immediate verdict of “ guilty,” aa in­ 
dicated from the complexion of the testi­ 


mony, the well-established fact of the prison- 
1 er’* sanity and their experience in criminal 
cases. 
The general belief is that Scoville wonld 
cot only have naver entered the cage, but 
would have thrown it up aft»rwaids, but for 
the influence that bis wife, the sister of Gui­ 
teau, exercised ovtr him. She is master of 
the domestic circle, and does not hold back a 
jot from “ * bossiDg ” matters. 
T h e Coarse of J u d g e Cox. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 2 8 th .—The re­ 
marks made t.y Judge Cox to-day in granting 
the motion to place tiniteanin ths prisoners’ 
dock are the subject of much comment this 
evening, and there aeeuis to be a general 
unanimity of opinion that his explanation of 
his reason for according extraordinary lati­ 
tude to the assassin np to the present time is 
8atisfactoiy. 
It appears that the prosecution 
exorensly oesired Judge Cox to allow Guiteau 
full opportunties for exhibiting to the experta 
daily assembled in the Court-room his actual 
mental condition and real moral character­ 
istics, and that the adoption of this conree has 
been justified by the fact that all tbe opinions 
of experts thus far examined have beeD 
largely based upon those very exhibitions. 
The explanation is particularly gratifying to 
the people of Washington, most of whom, 
without 
regard 
to 
party, 
have 
long 
held Judge 
Cox 
in 
high 
esteem 
for 
his fine legislative abilities and upright 
character, and have wituessed with coucern 
the storm of abuse to which he has patiently 
submitted until the proper time for vindica­ 
tion should arrive. There íb considerable 
speculation as to what his future course will 
be, now that he has intimated his intention 
to hold Guiteau henceforth within bounds. 
The defense of insanity will cf course con­ 
tinue to be maintained, and Guiteau can 
make himself heard from the dock quite as 
readily as from bis former seat beside hie 
counsel. 
The question may soon rfcur 
whether 
the 
Judge 
has 
any 
right 
to 
assnme 
the 
assassin’s 
sanity 
in 
advance 
of 
the 
jury’s 
verdict, 
aod 
upon this assumption treat him as a sane 
man should be treated under the saíne cir­ 
cumstances. 
It is moreover insisted by many 
well informed persons that the trial of an ad­ 
mittedly sano prisoner would be helped by 
gagging him or removing him from the Court­ 
room tor any time whatever during the 
progress of his trial. Ou the other band, 
there is high authority for holding that the 
constitutional right of a prisoner to be present 
at his trial doe* not include tbe right to pre­ 
vent a trial '->y unseemly disturbance. 


S c o v ille Buche* I n to F r ln t . 
W a b h in g to n , December 
28:b.—Scoville 
sent the following communication to the i ’usl 
to-night: 
My attention has been called to a published iuter- 
vieiv with Marshal Henry, and I uesire to c o m e t 
what may be a fal-.e impression in the public mind, 
from tte statem ent of the Marshal as published. 
He 
says Mr?. Scoville got $200 for her witness' fees, and 
put it down in her pocket, or words to th at effect. 
The fact was th at she got Ú102, and th at $2 only went 
down into her jmekel, the balance being used 
to pay our board bill. 
The Marshal has the 
figures in his office, his deputy having 
paid 
the money, and it is hardly josl th at he should 
make such a statem ent. 
It becomes m aterial 
whether " two'* is placed al the right or left of Ihc 
otlier figures when counting money, and we do not 
like to be prcjudic.-d by any mistake in th at respect.

LORILLARD'3 HALLUCINATION. 
Mr. Lorillard has yielded himself up to a 
very strange hallucination. He thinks it 
possible to bnild and run a line of steam­ 
ships for passengers only, which shall have 
such a speed as to make the journey be­ 
tween New York and Liverpool in about 
five days. It is in fact a sort of “ light- 
“ n¡Bg train ” of steamers that he contem­ 
plates. Bat though capital will do almost 
anything on laud, the sea has intractable 
features about it. In planning such a fast 
line as he talks of it would have to be un­ 
derstood at once that the express steamers 
could not offer any guarantees of safety to 
their passengers for more than half the 
year. For as they would have to be built 
on racing lines they would be scarcely 
seaworthy in the more severe class of 
storms. They could not be driven at full 
speed in defiance of the weather,.whatever 
some people may think. There are fre­ 
quent gales on the Atlantic, when to at­ 
tempt such a thing would be to insure 
the destruction of the vessel. 
Atlan­ 
tic waves cannot be played 
with. No 
ship has 
ever been built that they 
could not stop, 
aye, 
and 
crush, 
when the influence of the hurricane is 
upon them. The express steamers there­ 
fore would have to be hauled off during 
the winter months, in which case they 
would be idle half the tim e; or they would 
have to be run at the ordinary rates, in 
which case they would have no advantage 
over the old lines. If they were hauled 
off in winter it would be necessary to put 
up the rates duriDg the summer months. 
And as the proportion of people who are 
in any hurry when they go to Europe is 
very small, the presumption is that few 
would be willing to pay the higher charges 
for the sake of four or five days in time. 
In fact it is only in the finest weather that 
the advantages of Mr. Lorillard’s line 
would appear, and directly it began to blow 
the fast steamers would be far more un­ 
comfortable than the old ones. The cir­ 
cumstances are indeed such that a line of 
steamers carrying passengers only, and de­ 
pending entirely upon superior speed, is 
never likely to become practicable. 


GUITEAU’S LAST ADDRESS. 
Guiteau’s last address to the public is a 
mere rehash of his former statements, and 
does not contain a single original remark. 
It is a recapitulation of all the insolent, 
brutal, disgustingly egotistic and basely 
cunning statements which this singularly 
loathsome wretch has been pelting the 
people withal for months. 
It is as re­ 
pulsive as all his utterances, and perhaps 
what constitutes this repulsiveness is the 
cold and absolutely absorbing selfishness 
which is his leading characteristic. It is 
apparent that he has risen in his own es­ 
teem very greatly since the beginning of 
the trial, which is to say that he has be­ 
come more abominable than ever. In fact 
the exhibits of the fellow's mind are so 
exasperating that his continued existence 
becomes every day more wonderful, and 
the measure of his irreparable offenses 
against humanity and this country greater. 
But it is not necessary that the Associated 
Press should placard Guiteau’s clap-trap 
address all over the land. To do so is only 
to minister to his enormous vanity. At 
this moment he thinks himself the most 
distinguished man living, and unfortu­ 
nately the press is doing its utmost to 
justify that impression. The one punish­ 
ment that would have struck consternation 
and despair to that evil soul would have 
been Oblivion, instant and ntter. And 
that, too, would have been a more digni­ 
fied method for the people whom he has

I JUDGE ALLEN’S THEORY OF JOURNALISM 
i In 1877 the suit of George K. Fitch 
against Charles DeYoung & Co. was com­ 
menced. It was an action to recover 
damages for libel. 
The San Francisco 
Chronicle had charged the Bulletin and Call \ 
with having Eold their columns to a cor­ 
poration. The accused asked §5,000 dam- i 
ages for the alleged injury resulting from 
this charge. The case has dragged along 
until now. Some months ago the defend­ 
ants interposed a demurrer on the ground 
that no sufficient cause of action was 
stated in the complaint, and that the 
article complained of was not libelous. 
Judge Allen has cow delivered an opinion 
sustaining the demurrer. The full text of 
his ruling has not yet been published, but 
its tone may be gathered from the follow­ 
ing excerpts : “ Judge Allen Bays that the 
“ publishers of a newspaper have the same 
“ duties as individual in the support or 
“ advocacy of any matter, with perhaps 
“ an increase of responsibility because ad­ 
dressing or reaching a larger number. 
“ An advocate, or a minister of the gospel, 
“ reaps the benefit of his talent, sells for 
“ gain the product of his brain, and the 
“ same can be done by newspapers. There 
“ is no law which prevents a newspaper 
“ from selling its talent, or that of-those it 
“ employs, and there is no libel in saying 
“ that it doeB. The opinion concludes by 
“ saying that it is no more libelous to ac- 
“ cuse one of selling his newspaper for 
“ gain than to accuse a merchant of dispos- 
“ ing of his wares.” 
The whole of this argument is illogical. 
The question to be decided was whether 
the article complained of was libelous. To 
determine that, the effect of the article 
should have been considered. A statement 
is libelous which tends to injure the 
reputation and character of the com­ 
plainant. 
Judge Allen has taken the 
ground that it does not injure the reputa­ 
tion and standing of a newspaper to say 
that it can be bought for any purpose. 
The test of that allegation is not difficult. 
When the Chronicle said that the Bulletin 
and Call had sold their columns it certainly 
did not intend to compliment them, or 
merely to state a fact of no greater signifi­ 
cance than an ordinary commercial transac­ 
tion. It intended to injure the Bulletin 
and Call, and it took this method because 
it believed that public opinion condemned 
the sale of journalistic opinions as wrong. 
And it is not to be questioned that a public 
opinion of this kind does exist. Judge 
Allen cites the case of the advocate as an­ 
alogous to that of the journalist. Well, 
the public have even gone so far as to 
convert that form of transaction into a 
term of reproach, and when it is desired to 
impair the intluence of aiiyone who is tup- 
porting an obnoxious cause, he is forthwith 
denounced and held up to scorn and con­ 
tumely as “ a hired advocate.” Again, 
when it is desired to say something very 
injurious about a newspaper it is called 
“ venal; ” and whenever that term is used 
it is used in an injurious sense. 
Judge Allen’s assertion “ that it is no 
“ more libelons to accuse one of selling 
“ his newspaper for gain than to accuse a 
“ merchant of disposing of his wares,” is 
particularly unfortunate, for there is no 
analogy between the cases. 
In every 
charge of venality against a journal there 
is implied an act of dishonesty towards the 
public. In every such charge it is faithless­ 
ness to a public trust which is really in­ 
timated. 
It is sought to be conveyed 
that the journal has taken money to make 
the worse appear the better cause; to 
assist some one in perpetrating a wrong 
against the people ; to do iniquity and to 
refuse justice. Now to say that a charge 
like this is merely the equivalent of stat- 
mcnt that a merchant sells his wares, is to 
betray a singular ignorance of the nature 
of libel, and also of the nature of journal­ 
ism. In order to create a parallel Judge 
Allen must have declared that to charge a 
journal with venality was no more libelous 
than to accuse a merchant of Belling adul­ 
terated wares, or of cheating his customers 
in making change. 
But a3 the latter 
charge would undoubtedly be libelous, it 
could not be employed, though nothing 
less will establish any analogy between 
the cases. The proof of the libelous char­ 
acter of a statement can only be derived 
from its effect. Iu this case experience 
has shown that a charge of venality is re­ 
garded by the public as derogatory to the 
character of a newspaper. Whoever wishes 
to pay’ a journal a high compliment will 
say that its columns cannot be bought. 
The injuriousuess of the converse proposi­ 
tion is necessarily implied. 
The question whether many or few 
journals do as a matter of fact sell their 
columns is not in issue. What is in issue 
is the character of a particular charge of 
venality. There may be some who think 
all journals capable of being bought. 
There are men who pretend to think that 
all women are capable of being seduced. 
But it remains a fact for all this that 
venality and prostitution are looked upon 
as disgraceful, aud that charges of either 
offense are calculated to injure those 
against whom they are directed. Judge 
Allen’s theory of journalism is one which 
has no point of contact with existing facts. 
It is fantastic and unreaL The journal he 
imagines, which cannot be injured by a 
charge of venality, does not exist. The 
doctrine that all journals have a right 
to sell their columns is contradicted every 
day by actual experience. The eood-will 
of a nawspaper consists largely in the 
popular belief in its integrity. No news­ 
paper avowedly conducted on the ad­ 
vocate’s method could obtain a foothold. 
Whatever journal should declare its ad­ 
hesion to Judge Allen’s idea would loee 
the confidence of its readers. And this 
because the public da not believe that a 
journal which habitually sells its columns 
can be trusted as an adviser or a guide. 
In fact therefore the charge of venality 
doe3 injure journals. 
In fact also the 
assertion that a merchant sells his good3 
does not injure the merchant. In short the 
cises are dissimilar, and the attempt to 
show a parallel between them is fntile. 
Judge Allen’s decision must be legarded 
as bad law, and worse reasoning. His as­ 
sertion that there is no law which prevents 
a newspaper from selling its talents, is 
irrelevant. There are many things unpro­ 
hibited by law which are yet prohibited by 
public opinion, and the latter is very fre­ 
quently a more effectual preventive than 
the former. In this case there is no room 
for doubt as to the malevolent and injurious 
meaning and tendency of the accusation 
which the Judge holds to be no libel, and 
therefore he has really decided that news­ 
papers cannot have redress for injuries 
which are palpable and indubitable, and 
which come altogether within the scope of 
the statutory definition of libel.

orists ” who wanted 
to do away 
with the good old methods. The expe­ 
rience of every President, however, must 
convert him speedily to civil service 
reform, and the same kind of experience 
would have converted Congress, too, if its 
members could have seen aDy way out of 
the political toils with which they have 
surrounded themselves while struggling 
for their present poritions. The President 
no doubt has the worst of the spoih sys­ 
tem, and as the great army of office-seekers 
is constantly increasing, the troubles of 
the Executive expand in the same ratio. 
In fact if he is at all a weak man he is sure 
to sink under the torture, and become a 
mere instrument of the “ machine” for the 
rest of his term. President Arthur is said 
to be physically strong, hut the work is 
already too much for him, and he is 
heartily tired of it. Under the circum­ 
stances we should think he would welcome 
the idea of competitive examinations with 
something approaching to rapture.

Yesterday Guiteau was placed in the 
dock at the request of the prosecution, and 
notwithstanding his promise to behave 
himself if he was allowed to retain his seat 
beside his connEel. 
Judge Cox told him 
plainly that his promise could not be be­ 
lieved, and he was at last pnt where he ought 
to have been from the beginning of the trial. 
It does not, however, seem that his be­ 
havior has been improved by the change. 
He was very much alarmed at first because 
he thought that it would be easier to 
shoot him in the dock than where he had 
been sitting, and because District At­ 
torney Corkhill insisted that the special 
constables who have been guarding him 
should be withdrawn. Iu a few moments, 
however, the prisoner resumed his native 
impudence, and shouted out that he would 
“ get his work in ” from the dock justas 
well as from the other seat. It is evident 
already that Judge Cox will have gained 
nothing by removing the prisoner to the 
dock unless he proposes to prohibit his 
frequent interruptions to the testimony and 
the proceedings generally. Being in the 
dock he should be made to hold his tongue 
like any other prisoner, and let his counsel 
conduct the defense without interference.

B e rn h a rd t.—The R eco rd U nion Paris 
correspondent says, speaking of Sara Bern­ 
hardt and her book on America : “ Her 
pride has until at present caused her to 
bear in silence her many grievances, but 
now that some hints have been whispered 
about, she intends to make a complete ex­ 
pose of her entire experience, and no longer 
hesitates in saying that she made no money 
in America, was wounded and mortified in 
her maternal affections and insulted as a 
woman ; and what is perhaps the greatest 
grievance of all, she was hunted to death 
by newspaper reporters. These statements 
have somewhat roused the indignation of 
the French literati, who, although severe 
towards the actress on account of her foi­ 
bles and caprices, nevertheless prize her 
dramatic talent, of which they are extremely 
proud. Many have been heard to unjustly 
exclaim : ‘ Americans are barbarians, and 
understand nothing of the fine arts ; they 
have made no progress since Rachel’s 
visit, who it is known ca.ne back poor in 
parse and miserable in health. This last 
experience will teach stars to remain in 
their own country, where they are under­ 
stood and appreciated, or at least to- wan­ 
der only in the haunts of civilization.’ 
If 
it is true that Sarah Bernhardt made no 
money in America, the fault must he her 
own, if not the management of her di­ 
rectors, or the unfair dealing of these last, 
for the American people went to see the 
French actress, and paid a good price for 
the privilege, even though they could not 
always understand her language. Should 
our Booth or any eminent actor or actress 
come to France to exhibit their talent, it 
is safe to wager that they would return 
poorer than when they should come.” 


B rea d from B a rk .—It is well known 
to the botanists that many plants besides 
thoEe commonly used for food, contain nu­ 
tritive elements. Nearly all plants contain 
starch. The barks of several aspens and 
pine trees contain so much of this sub­ 
stance that it can be extracted from them 
as from potatoes by trituration with water. 
It exists also in the roots and other parts 
of perennial plants to such an extent as to 
have been employed in the preparation of 
bread in famines. In illustration of this 
we quote the following directions, given by 
Professor Antenrieth, for preparing a pala­ 
table and nutritious bread from the beech 
and other woods destitute of turpentine : 
“ Everything soluble in water is first re­ 
moved by frequent maceration and boiling; 
the wood is then to be rcdnced to a minute 
division, not merely into fine fiber?, but 
actual powder : and after being repeatedly 
subjected to heat in an oven, is ground in 
the usual manner of corn. Wood thus 
prepared, according to the author, ac­ 
quires the smell and taste of corn-flour. It 
is, however, never quite white. It agrees 
with com-tlour in not fermenting without 
the addition of leaven, and in this case 
some leaven of corn flour is found to an­ 
swer best. With this it makes a perfectly 
uniform and spongy bread, and when it is 
thoroughly baked and has much crust, it 
has a much better taste of bread than 
what in time of scarcity is prepared from 
the bran and husks of corn. Wood flour 
also, boiled in water, forms a thick, tough, 
trembling jelly, which is very nutritious.” 


T h e G astroscop e —American dyspep­ 
tics will be interested to learn something 
about the “ Gastroscope,” an apparatus for 
illuminating and inspecting the inride of 
the living human stomach. 
The instru­ 
ment is the invention of Dr. Mikolicz, of 
Vienna. 
The London Tetejraph states 
that on the 5th of last month it was ex­ 
hibited to the leading professors of the 
medical faculty at the Polyklinik, and 
the doctor performed some interesting ex­ 
periments with it upon a female hospital 
patient suffering from chronic dyspepsia. 
It consists of a tube, fitted with a set 
of minute, but powerful reflectors at one 
end, aul connected at the other with an 
electric battery, by which a brilliant light 
is projected into the stomach requiring 
inspection. This tube was passed down 
the subject’s throat, and remained there 
fully twenty minutes, during which time 
the Viennese professors were enabled to 
diagnose the condition of every part of 
the mucous membrane thus lighted up 
aud revealed to their gaze. 
The gaB- 
troscope is considered likely to render in­ 
valuable services to the cause of electro- 
endoscopic investigation, which for some 
time past has been prosecuted with ardor 
by eminent Austrian pathologists.

number of ingenious contrivances for ex­ 
amining the interior of the body have 
been invented within a few years, but 
owing to their great cost, but few of them 
have come into use.

Tlie Secretary.lilp of Ihc Interior. 
W ashington, December 28th.—The Star 
this evening, refen ing to the apparently well- 
grounded report that ex-Senator Sargent is 
to be made Secretary of the Interior, priLts 
the following paragraph. Speaking of the 
chances of Secretary Kirkwood to remain, as 
compared with those of Sargent to be ap­ 
pointed, a Republican Congressman said to­ 
day : “ Iowa is a strong, safe Republican 
State, and her allegiance to the party is not 
to be shaken. The Pacific States are stead­ 
ily growing in importance. California is a 
very close State, as the last election showed. 
Give her a Cabinet appointment, and no 
doubt she would come into the Republican 
columns. This is probably the view the 
President takes, and it would not surprise me 
to see Sargent appointed.” 
Criticism on Bnrgent. 
New Y ork, December 28th.—The Times 
Editorial says : There are people in Wash­ 
ington who insist that the Cabinet positions 
still to be filled will be given to Sargent of 
California, and to Chandler, nominally of 
New Hampshire. Why such a mau as Sar­ 
gent should be deemed a proper person to dis­ 
charge the very difficult and responsible du­ 
ties of the Secretary of the Interior does not 
admit of any explanation beyond the latitude 
of Washington. One would imagine that the 
department around which gather half the 
jobbers and schemers who desire to Bwindle 
the Government would require at its head a 
man of unquestioned integrity and of excep­ 
tional strength of character. The President 
has not been credited with having any such 
man in view, but it is to be hoped that he 
will come nearer an ideal Secretary than Sar­ 
gent. Horrible Tragedy In Alabama. 
M obile, December 28th.—Particulars have 
reached here of a horrible tragedy in Bald­ 
win county, near Sibley’s mill, opposite Mo­ 
bile. Joel Johnston, a well known citizen of 
the neighborhood, was riding along the pub­ 
lic road, when he was shot from behind a tree 
by a negro. The first shot struck Johnston 
in the head, stunning him, and causing him 
to faff from his horse. While on the ground 
the assassin shot him twice again, in the 
wrist and side, and then dragged him 300 
yards and put him in a pond, thinking him 
dead. The negro then mounted his vic­ 
tim’s horse and rode off to a party in 
the neighborhood. During the night John­ 
ston revived and dragged himself homs, a 
distance of half a mile. He told his brother, 
Aba Johnston, of the asiault. Abe, as De­ 
puty Sheriff, determined to arrest the negro, 
and fouad him at Jim Malone’s. As he 
made the arrest the negro drew his pistol, 
aud Abe Johnston then shot him, whereupon 
the negro shot Aba Johnston through the 
breast, and then rar. Johnston ran a little 
way after and fired at him, but the negro ran 
on. Johnston fell and died in fifteen min­ 
utes. A crowd soon collected and started in 
search of the negro, who wa3 found dead, 
shot through the breast and wrist. He had 
run about half a mile down the creek, aud 
fell in the edge of a swamp. 
Four Men Killed at a Dance. 
M acon (Ga.), December 28th.—Informa­ 
tion is just received from Round Oak, Jones 
county, forty miles from here, that a young 
farmer named Jack William Gray interfered 
with a negro dance Monday night, and was 
fatally stabbed by three negro brothers— 
Bob, Henry and Alex. Jacksop. Gray fired 
into the brothers, killing all three, one dying 
on the spot, one before reaching the door and 
the other a few hours later. Gray crawled 
out of the house and died on the step?.

Portland, December 2S:h.—James Gale, 
the oldest member of the Oregon Pioneer 
Association, died at Eagle Valley, Union 
county, on the 23d instaut, aged 92, He 
came here in 1834, and was one of the three 
Commissioners who ruled Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho (then known as Oregon) before the 
Territorial Government was established. He 
built the first deep-water vessel in the State, 
and was known throughout the northwest 
country for bravery, enterprise and probity. 
The great wing-dam in the Umatil'a iiver, 
near Pendleton bridge, is fast nearing comple­ 
tion, ajid would seera to be capable of p r- 
forming the service for which it is being built 
—to guard the lower end of the town frcm 
floods. The dam is 300 feet long, 15 feet 
wide and 8 feet high. 
The Department at Washington having 
decided that Lombardy poplar and balm, or 
cottonwood, is not timber, in the sense of the 
law relating to timlier culture required, peti­ 
tions are now being circulated and unani­ 
mously signed in eastern Washington, to get 
that decision amended ?o as to include such 
trees as named above in tbe list an lawful to 
plant. Many have set out Lombardy poplars 
in good faith, and if this is not allowed they 
run the risk of forfeiting their claims. 
The diificulty experienced in getting wells 
on Eureka Fiat has led to the organization 
of the Eureka Water-Supply and Irrieation 
Company, with a capital stock of 8100,000, 
divided into 1 000 shares at 8100 each. This 
company has purchased a quirter-seetion of 
land from the N. P. II. 11 , which it is calcu­ 
lated will furnish water for the cultivation of 
about 600 acres. It is the purpose of the 
company ultimately to convey this water in 
pipes to a central reservoir on the fl it, and 
distribute it from thence to the stockholders.

The First Through Train. 
_ San F rancisco, December 28:h.—Super­ 
intendent Fillmore, of the Southern Pacific, 
announces that the first through train for 
New Orleans will leave here Friday next, 
and that probably a train will start west 
from New Orleans the same day. 
Suicide o f u Itapllst M inister. 
San F rancisco, December 28th —Rev. 
CharleB Wesley Hewes, pastor of the Fifth 
Baptist Church at the Mission, committed 
suicido to-day by cutting his throat with a 
knife on the premises of his son, Charles W. 
Hewes, Jr., on the corner of Grove and 
Thirteenth streets, Oakland. The deceased 
clergyman was found by his wife lying in a 
pool of l.Jood, with a terrible wound in 
his throat, which was cut through to 
the vertebral column. He was lying face 
downward as he had fallen from the seat on 
which he sat while committing the fatal act. 
He had been acting in a strange manner for 
some time past, and his family feared that he 
was becoming mentally deranged. On Sun­ 
day he acted strangely, and insisted that 
Rev. David McClure ehould come to him, 
Jest he should do harm to some of hia family. 
On Monday he seemed to grow worse, 
and passed the whole day pacing up and down 
the sidewalk in front of the house. This 
morning he wished to return to San Fran­ 
cisco, but was per.-uided to remain in Oak­ 
land for another week for rest. He then 
passed out into the stable yard, and was not 
seen again until found with his throat cut. 
He was 64 years of age, and a native of Lin- 
field, Mass. After he came to this coast he 
had charge of the Baptist Church at Healds- 
burg, and subsequently the Baptist Church 
at St. Helena. From that place he came to 
Mills Seminary, where he taught and 
did duty as general superintendent. He 
was at one time connected with the Wads­ 
worth school in Oakland, ia the capacity of 
instructor and manager, and before he came 
to this coast he owned and conducted a large 
female seminary in Indianapolis. At the 
time of his death he was pastor of the Fifth 
Baptist Church at the Mission, where he suc­ 
ceeded Rev. I. M. Kallocb. He leaves a 
widow and two grown sons, and was well- 
known in this city and in Oakland. 
A ttem pted Suicide in Prison—“ M ichael 
Strogoff" lo the ttesruc. 
B enicia, December 28tb.—At a few min­ 
utes past 1 this afternoon a prisoner named 
Thomas Burns, a soldier awaiting sentence 
on two charges, one of malicious mischief and 
another of disturbing the peace, attempted 
to cut his throat while confined in the city 
prison. 
He was under the influence of 
liquor, procured through the aid of some of 
his comrades through the window bars. The 
instrument used wa3 an old jack-knife. Had 
it not been for the timely interference of a 
prisoner giving his name as Michael Strogoff, 
‘Burns might have succeeded in carrying out 
his designs. As it was, the only injury was 
a bad-looking cut.

P robably a M urder. 
L incoln (Placer county). December 28th.— 
A wood-chopper named Henry Smith was 
found dead in his bed in a cabin about two 
miles from this place last evening, and his 
remains were brought here and left in charge 
of the local officers. On investigation this 
morning it is tound that the man’s neck is 
broken, and it is now almost certain that 
Smith has been murdered and had been 
placed in bed by the mnrderers. Two arrests 
have been made, and a thorough investigation 
will be had.

L incoln, December 28th.—Justice Allen 
has just concluded the holding of an inquest 
on the remains of a wood-chopper named 
Henry M. Smith, who was found dead in his 
bed in a cabin near this place yesterday even­ 
ing by his partners. 
Deceased had been

but little was thought about his death on that 
account until some time after the inquest had 
commenced, wheh it was discovered that his 
neck was broken.

C ast I ron v ersu s Co n v er te d S m ooth­ 
B o re G u n s.— Colonel T. T. S. Laidley, of 
the Ordnance Bureau, has made a very 
valuable series of experiments with the 
famous Watertown testing-machine on the 
resistance of thick cast-iron cylinders to 
internal pressure, which are incorporated 
in a beautifully 
illustrated pamphlet. 
Aside from their value as the first experi­ 
ments on a large scale, they have a direct 
bearing on the question whether the plan 
adopted by our ordnance department of 
converting old smooth-bore cast-iron guns 
into rilled guns lined with wrought-iion is 
the best. 
Colonel Laidley’s experiments 
prove that a simple cast-iron cylinder, with 
solid breech, has 18 per cent, greater 
strength than a similar cylinder lined with 
wrought-iron tubes of the proportional 
thickness used in the 9 inch gun, and 10 
per cent, greater than the cast-iron cylin­ 
der with the breech bored through. 
Ac­ 
cording to his experiments, the strength of 
the different kinds of cylinder is in direct 
proportion to the area of cast-iron in the 
longitudinal section through the axis of the 
cylinder. 
Colonel Laidley urges that, 
pending further experiments, the continu­ 
ance of the present Byetem of converting 
smooth-bore into lined riles be discontin­ 
ued, a request which ought to be complied 
with.

THE DIPHTHERIAL POISON. 


The latest researches in America point 
out the diphtherial poison as that of a veg­ 
etable growth in the human body, called 
“ Microcoii.” The last light was thrown 
on it by the lecture of Professor Horatio 
C. Wood, before the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, Philadelphia, who had worked 
in connection with Dr. Henry F. Formad, 
to trace the diphtherial poison to its true 
origin. 
The LuddiDgton epidemic wa3 so 
terribly disastrous to little children that it 
was considered the right Bpot to bring 
from it the poison as it wa3 found in per­ 
sons who had died with diphtheria. 
The 
“ Microcoii” were found to have so in­ 
creased that they had choked up the inter­ 
nal organs of little children, especially af­ 
fecting the spleen and kidneys, where the 
plant was seen under the microscope, fre­ 
quently to fill up aud choke the blind ves­ 
sels. 
In ultimate cases the membranes 
that had forme! were found to be full 
of the little “ Microcoii.” The researches 
of these medical men seemed 
to be 
of the most thorough kind, and as a reme­ 
dial agent, it was pointed out that innocu- 
lation might do for diphtheria what it is 
supposed to do for small-pox. 
We are 
rather inclined to preventives, aud iu diph­ 
theria as in other diseases the best pre­ 
ventive is a constant watchful care of your 
health. Not a timid fear of doing this and 
that because it may injure you, but the 
following up of straightforward laws of 
health. 
Breathe clean, fresh air ; give the 
body enough nourishment; avoid great 
changes of temperature ; dress suitably 
and "fear nothing. 
We may here clash 
with many a preconceived opinion in stat­ 
ing our view of the treatment of this 
disease. 
Formerly caustics were much 
employed to the throat, but such measures 
are no longer advocated, and eliminating 
and tonic medicines, detergent gargles and 
applications, together with a nourishing 
diet are approved of. 
To us it appears 
that fresh air is the first necessary ; we 
ahonld allow a diphtherial patient to be 
near an open window. 
Next we should 
use hot malt vinegar for flannel wraps 
round the throat, gargles of the same di­ 
luted with water, and the most tonic diet 
possible. 
Neither quinine nor mineral 
tonics, but hot, strong wines, yolks of eggs 
beaten up in strong beef tea ; warm baths 
made of camomile flowers ; feet placed in 
mustard and water, and flannel wraps 
soaked in hot vinegar around the stomach. 
The juice pressed from raw beef, heated in 
a farina boiler and given constantly, but 
above all hot red wine. 
Inhalations of 
the fumes of vinegar with open mouth and 
pencilling8 of the same within the mouth. 
The use of lemons is also to be recommend­ 
ed. 
Diphtheria is a preventible disease, 
and when we know more of the conditions 
under which the health of human life can 
exist, and are inclined to listen to and act 
according to it, we shall have fewer epi­ 
demics such as those of diphtheria.—[Food

W a t e r in S team —Herr Stoupler, of 
Lucerne, Switzerland, by adding fluores- 
cine to the water of a boiler, which by 
calorimetric tests enabled him to detect the 
presence of one-half of one per cent, of 
water carried mechanically ont of the 
bailer by steam, found that from 2 3 to 4 
per cent, was actually thus present in the 
steam. 
The deep green color of the water 
in the boiler was retained in it for weeks, 
and yet no trace of coloring could be de­ 
tected in the water condensed in the steam 
cylinder—a proof that the water which 
gathers there is entirely due to condensa­ 
tion caused by the expansion of eteam, aud 
that very little water is actually mechani­ 
cally carried away by the steam from 
boilers.
